As this despatch is sent three ..hot-, 
have just passed over the Chicuilo, 
and s-ho has answered with several 
shots. They tell close to the Padilla, 
which is seen to be retiring. The guiih 
at Las Boved-is are also firing at the 
rebel slui-s. Tlie government

TO MAN THE RETVIZAN. 


Crew of The New Russian Battleship. 


Building At Cramps', Arrived VToday 
On The Rhynland. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 20.—On the 


American line steamship Rhynland, 
which arrived here today, were 270 
Russian sailors, comprising the crew 
ojf the battleship Retvizan. no\v being 
built at Crainps' shipyards. The men 
were transferred to the battleship and 
they will reamin aboard while she is 
at the yard. The Retvizan will be com- 
•pleted and turned over to the Russian 
government within a few weeks, and 
the big fighter, said to be the fastest 
of her class in the world, will sa^ lor 
Kronstadt. 


SENT TO AN ASYLUM. 


Lcriice Folsom of La;onia, Possessor 


of A Checkered Career, Had Bad 
Case of "D. T.'s" Yesterday. 


Concord, Jan. 20.—Lonice Folsom of 


Laconia. who recently figured in a sen- 
sational case in that town, was com- 
mitted to the asylum in this city this 
morning. Some, time ago the Folsom 
woman figured in a row in Laconia, 
during the progress of which

seized a lighted lamp and hurled it at 
another woman. The lamp exploded 
setting nie to the clothing of tho at- 
tnckc'i parry, and inflicting injuries 
which eau&od death. Mis. Folsom wan 
arraigned on a charge of murder 111 
the superior court tor Delknap county, 
but the evidence was not sufficient to 
Convict.

London, Jan. 20.—The correspond- 


ent of the Times, wiring from Pretoria, 
says: "Nearly every day produces evi- 
dence of the demoralization 
of the 


Boers in the eastern Transvaal. A pe- 
tition bearing the signatures of many 
prominent prisoners captured recent- 
ly by the British has been issued, im- 
ploring General Botha to end quickly 
the terrible war. Commandant Trich- 
ard has also written to Botha, telling 
lim that he must come quickly and 
talk with his (Trichord's) commando, 
as his men are very much dissatisfied, 
threaten to surrender, and will 
no 


longer listrii to their immediate com- 
mander. The prisoners now falling into 
the hands of the British invariably 
seem relieied rather than otherwise 
at being captured. But it must not be 
inferred from this that a wholesale 
surrender ot the Boers is necessarily 
imminent. The only alternative is to 
continue the paring down process un- 
interruptedly. Tho great difficulty be- 
ing met with by the British forces in 
these operations is the want of horses. 
What is required, apart from the spare 
horses, is large columns, only half the 
men being employed at night. It is im- 
possible to require the men to stand 
more than three night marches week- 
ly-'

Whether Dr. Conen Boyle, tbe creator 
•f Sherlock Holmes, was ever called upon 


te«t bin Ingenuity upon a real case in 


accordance with tbe theories ot tie all 
penetrating Holmes i« uot kuowa to the 
public. 


Kil««r Allan J><*, who invented Dupin, 


the precursor ot Bucket, Le Coq, Holme* 
and all the grout detectives of laoderu lit- 
erature, was tested more than onco upou 
real mysteries and show ed himself as apt 
at unraveling them as .his owu clever 
hero. Indeed in one of his tales of mytt- 
tery h* purposely paralleled the circum- 
stances of a case then agitating the pub- 
lic and baffling the police, and the1 solu- 
tion which he offered in his fanciful ver- 
sion proved years after to be also that of 
the true tragedy. 


Perhaps it is not surprising that the 


imagination and trained observation of 
the novelist should assist 'him in detective 
•work if he is ever called upon to under- 
take it. Anthony Trollope, a novelist a* 
far as possible removed from the school 
of sensational literature, one* accomplish- 
ed a quick capture in the line of his <luri«>* 
other thaa literary, for he •« as for many 
years an official ia the service of the Brit- 
ish postal department.

the usual course of his duties," his broth- 
er relates, "had taken stock of the tuan, 
and had observed him during the inter- 
view carefully lock a large desk in the of- 
fice.

Favorable Action Dtcidtd Upon by a 


Party Vote—Only 
Minor 


Tbo senate committee on commerce 


ha« decided to report favorably the 
ship subsidy bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Frye, which has been under eon- 
slderation by tae committee: for some 
time. A favoratile report was decided 
upon by a party vote, and the demo- 
crats on the committee may unite In a 
minority report opposing the general 
principal of the subsidy. There were 
only minor changes in the bill made 
by the committee, the chief of wlilch 
•was -an amendment reducing from 
1,500 to 1,000 tons as the capacity of a 
vessel entitled to subsidy under the 
provisions of the inii. 


The report of the committee, which 


will be placed before the fenate next 
Monday, makes about fifty-five printed 
pages, and fully discusses the entire 
subject of ship subsidy, giving net 
only the various arguments in its fav- 
or, but also showing what other coun- 
tries have done by means ol a sub- 
sidy. 
The 
report 
states 
that 


it is reasonably certain that the ship 
subsidy bill, 1£ enacted into law, will 
result in ten years in establishing the 
maritime supremacy of the 
United 


States in trade with Asia and in the 


,jfiju.lt of Mexico and the Carribean. and 
the establishment on a secure basis 
of the trade between the United States 
and koutli American republics, and 
will also give the United States a re- 
spectable representation on the North 
Atlantic ocean. 


It will so extend shipbuilding as to 


transfer from abroad to the United 
States in time the center of that in- 
dustry,/^ the ccnteis of other indus- 
tries have recently been transferred. 
It will give the United States a meas- 
ure of maritime independence corres- 
ponding to our industrial anc1 agrktil 
tural independence. 


The postal subsidy provisions enable 


the postmaster general to establish an 
American ocean :nail system supezio 
to the system of Great Britain, Frano 
and Germany. The bill does not in 
crease the pay under existing mai 
contracts, some of which have tei 
years to run. The Avncrican ocoai 
mail system outlined in the bill con 
templates on the Pacific a weekly mai 
service to Hawaii, the Philippines 
Japan, China and Hong Kong, and i 
fortnightly service to Pago Pago, Nev, 
Zealand and Australia. The maximui 
cost would be $2,235,000. 


The service would be performed 1\ 


American vessels in speed and ton 
nage far superior to those by whicl 
Great Britain, Germany and Franr< 
now maintain mail connections witl 
Asia and Australia at an annual ex 
pense of v*,6w..,i>00. 


On the Atlantic the bill eontem 


plates semi-weekly mail service to Ja 
maica, Havana and Europe, weekly t 
Mexico and once in ten days toVenezu 
ela. and fortnightly to Brazil, at 
maximum cost of $2,2bo,0i)0. 


The establishment of this compleU 


American ocean mail service, involv 
ing a great deal of shipbuilding, wil 
require several years. The cost of th< 
American service by American steam 
ers will be $4.700,000, and the cost o 
the Bnush and colonial mail service 
by British mail steamers is $4,700,0;' 
Receipts from ocean postage by th- 
"United States are now estimated a 
Sw,000,000. The anniM deficit, unde 
tne new American system proposed 
inciuding minor services, will be abou 
two million 'dollars. The annual do 
ficit under the British and colonial sys 
tern is R288.000.

"It U a fortunate thing for man an4 


the rest of the animal kingdom," said th* 
naturalist, "that no large wild animal 
baa a mouth constructed with the de- 
vouring apparatus built on the plan of 
the insignificant looking' snail's mouth, 
for that animal could outdcvour any- 
thing that lives. The snail itself is such 
an entirely unpleasant, not to say loath- 
some, creature to handle that few ama- 
teur naturalists care to bother with it, 
but by neglecting the snail they miss 
studying one of the most interesting ob- 
jects that coine under their observation. 


"Any 
one who has noticed a snail feed- 


ing oa a leaf must have wondered how 
such a soft, flabby, slimy animal can 
make such a sharp and clean cut incision 
in the leaf, leaving an edge as smooth 
and straight as if it bad been cut with a 
knife. That is due to the peculiar and 
formidable mouth he bas. The snail eats 
with his tongue and the roof of his 
mouth. The tongue is a ribbon Avhicb 
the snail keeps in a coll in his mouth. 
This tongue is in reality a band saw, 
with th'e teeth on the surface instead 
of on the edge. The teeth are so 
small that as many as 30,000 of them 
have been found on one snail's tongue. 
They are exceedingly sharp and only a 
few of them are used at a time—not ex- 
actly only a few of them, but a few of 
them comparatively, for the snail will 
probably have 4,000 or 5,000 of them in 
use at once. He does this by means of 
bis coiled tongue. He can uncoil as much 
of this as be chooses, and the uncoiled 
part he brings into service. The roof of 
the mouth is as hard as bone. He grasps 
the leaf between his tongue and that 
bard substance, and, rasping away with 
bis tongue, saws through the toughest 
leaf with case, always leaving the edge 
smooth and straight. 


"By use the teeth wear off and become 


dulled. When the snail finds that this 
tool is becoming blunted, he uneoih an- 
other section and works that out until he 
bas come to the end of his coil. Then 
he coils the tongue up again and is ready 
to start in new, for while be has been 
usinc the latter portions of the ribbon the 
teeth lm\e gtowu in again in the idle por- 
tions,—the snw has been filed and reset, so 
to speak—and while he is using tbom the 
teeth in tho back part of the coil are re- 
nencil. So I tbiuk 1 am right in saying 
that it anj large beast of prey was fitted 
up •with such a devouring apparatus as 
the sitaiJ has it would K<> hard with the- 
rest of tho auioial kingdom."—-Buffalo 
Express.
